Family pays tribute to 
keen cyclist, aged 44 
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TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a “friendly and outgoing” 
cyclist who was killed in a 
collision on Sunday. 

Sean Hickey, 44, of Haver¬ 
hill’s Connaught Road, was 
cycling on Nethergate Street 
in Clare at around 3.30pm 
when he was involved in 
a collision with a Citroen 
Xsara Picasso. 

He was pronounced dead 
at the scene. 

Mr Hickey’s family said: 
“Sean was a much-loved son 
and brother. He grew up in 
Haverhill and although lived 
in Wales for a while, moved 
back to Haverhill a few years 
ago. Sean was a keen cyclist 
and had many friends with¬ 
in the cycling community, 
taking part in many cycle 
rides. 

“Sean was a friendly and 
outgoing person, he would 
help anyone who needed 
him. He had a lot of time for 
his family and looked after 
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them. 

“Sean will be greatly 
missed by all that knew 
him.” 

As a keen cyclist, Mr 
Hickey was a member of the 
Haverhill Cycling Club. 

Chair of the club, Rob 
Elliott, wrote in tribute: 
“Sean was out doing what 
he loved the most and his 
cycling achievements and 
support of Haverhill Cycling 
Club has left a void which 
will struggle to be filled. Al¬ 
ways friendly and keen to 
help out, Sean will be sorely 
missed. 

“Our thoughts and condo¬ 
lences go out to Sean’s fam¬ 
ily at this time.” 

More than 50 tributes 
have been left on the club’s 
Facebook page, including 
those from other cycling 
clubs at Diss and Chatteris. 

One tribute reads: “Sean 
was as honest a guy as you 


would ever want to meet. He 
was a talent on a bike, and 
sadly we will never get to see 
his real potential. His pas¬ 
sion and love of cycling was 
truly infectious, sharing his 
knowledge and experience. 
The club and the wider cy¬ 
cling family lost a great per¬ 
son on Sunday. 

“Condolences to his fam¬ 
ily and thoughts to all those 
touched by this sad loss. 

“Go ride free now buddy, 
may you always have a tail 
wind on your back.” 

Another reads: “RIP Sean 
. . . shocking and numbing 
news, so sad to hear this, my 
thoughts and condolences 
to his family.” 

A third says: “A good man, 
a good friend and awesome 
cyclist you will be missed 
by many. I’m grateful that 
I knew him and had the 
chance to ride by his side.”

Hospital backing 
for new service 


A NEW ultrasound service 
in Haverhill is set to be sup¬ 
ported by fully-trained staff 
from West Suffolk Hospital. 

The ultrasound machine is 
set to be purchased after lo¬ 
cal people raised £20,500 for 
the Haverwell Community 
Wellbeing Fund - set up by 
Mayor of Haverhill, Cllr Betty 
McLatchy. 

Now West Suffolk Hospi¬ 
tal has confirmed it will be 
helping to staff the new ma¬ 
chine, which is currently be¬ 
ing ordered. 

A spokesperson for the 
hospital said: “We are still 
discussing the details of the 
ultrasound service with the 
CCG and Haverhill GPs, but 
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can confirm that we will 
be supporting it with fully 
trained sonographers from 
West Suffolk Hospital.” 

It has not yet been con¬ 
firmed where the new ul¬ 
trasound machine will be 
based, or when it will begin 
operating. 

The machine - which Cllr 
McLatchy says is likely to 
be a Toshiba - can be used 
to scan the body for a num¬ 
ber of diagnostic purposes, 
including detecting deadly 
aneurysms. 


The news comes after a 
petition calling for better ac¬ 
cess to doctors’ surgeries in 
Haverhill gained more than 
800 signatures, and the GP 
surgeries released a state¬ 
ment saying they were doing 
their best to help patients 
despite pressures. 

Cllr McLatchy said: “I 
think this will help our doc¬ 
tors a lot.” 

She said that her fundrais¬ 
ing would continue to sup¬ 
port the running and staffing 
costs for the machine. 

Her long-term ambition 
is to see Haverhill have a 
health centre (after the pre¬ 
vious one closed in 2012) or 
a cottage hospital.

Haverhill voters have the 
chance to choose Suffolk's new 
police and crime commissioner, 
a Haverhill Cangle county 
councillor, and a Haverhill North 
borough councillor. 

The council by-elections have 
been sparked by the death of 
serving borough and county 
councillor Tim Marks in January. 

His widow Margaret Marks 
is the Conservative candidate 
standing in the county council 
election, with the other 
candidates being Labour's David 
Smith, UKIP's John Burns and 
Lib Dem Ken Rolph. 

Mr Rolph is also standing in 
the borough council election, 
alongside Labour's Maureen 
Byrne, Conservative Quillon Fox 
and UKIP's Anthony Williams. 

The PCC candidates are Tory 
incumbent Tim Passmore, 
Labour's Cath Pickles, Lib Dem 
Helen Korfanty, UKIP's Simon 
Tobin and the Green Party's 
Terence Carter. 

The polls opened at 7am this 
morning and are set to close at 
10pm. 

The location of your nearest 
polling station should be listed 
on your polling card. 
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THE new owners of a com¬ 
munity centre are planning 
a £100,000 renovation to give 
the building a “new face”. 

The Chalkstone Commu¬ 
nity Centre in Haverhill’s 
Strasbourg Square was trans¬ 
ferred to the River of Life 
Community Church on May 
6 last year. 

On Friday, the new owners 
submitted a planning appli¬ 
cation to create a new main 
entrance to the community 
centre, as well as adding 
new offices and better disa¬ 
bled access. 

Jonathan Barnes, River of 
Life’s project manager on the 
renovations, said that cur¬ 
rently, the most frequently 
used entrance to the centre is 
in a “cubbyhole” at the side 
of the building that doesn’t 
always feel safe. 

He continued: “We want to 
give the building a new face, 
a new presence in the com¬ 
munity, a safe place to go in 
and out.” 

A new cafe area is set to 
be created by the entrance, 
which would be open to the 
whole community. 

This would be comple¬ 
mented by a twice weekly 
community project known 
as Chex in a central cafe area 
of the community centre. Mr 
Barnes said it would be a “so¬ 
cial network” project where 
people with unseen illnesses 
such as anxiety and depres¬ 
sion could come together. 

He said that River of Life 
also had longer-term hopes 
not included in the plan¬ 



ning application: “On the 
other side of the building 
we would like to open up a 
cafe hatch. At the moment 
Strasbourg Square has a chip 
shop and a very, very badly 
run down derelict building. 

“If we can get a cafe in that 
square we can get a bit of a 
nicer atmosphere.” 

The planned renovations 
include creating office space, 
which would mean that the 
money River of Life current¬ 
ly spends on renting offices 
could be pumped back into 
the community. 

The current ramp into the 
main hall of the community 
centre is set to be removed 
and replaced with a platform 
lift, which would free up 
space in the hall. More toi¬ 
lets, including disabled toi¬ 
lets, are set to be built. 

The proposals have been 
developed after consulta¬ 
tions with groups that cur¬ 
rently use the facilities, such 
as dance and karate groups 
and befriending schemes for 


people with mental health 
problems. 

Mr Barnes said: “We would 
like to see the community 
benefiting from what we are 
doing.” 

If all goes according to 
plan, the project could be 
completed by the end of the 
year. 

The project comes after 
a year of being run by new 
owners Tim and Lynn War- 
boys. They have seen book¬ 
ings at the centre double af¬ 
ter renovating the main hall 
and promoting it on social 
media. 

Lynn said: “It just needs to 
be loved a little bit more re¬ 
ally, and that’s what we are 
trying to do.” 

Funding for the refurbish¬ 
ment would not come from 
any hike in fees for room 
hire but from River of Life’s 
own funds and fundraising.

On June 25, the town is set to 
celebrate Armed Forces Day in an 
extravaganza organised in con¬ 
junction with the Royal British 
Legion, Haverhill Family History 
Group, St Mary’s Church and lo¬ 
cal uniformed groups. 

Mr Keeble said: “We are plan¬ 
ning displays of dance and mu¬ 
sic, a ceremony with flags being 
raised, a marching band, exhibi¬ 
tions, military vehicles and a pa-

Jewellers to 
close after 30 
years trading 
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A JEWELLER’S which has 
traded in Haverhill High 
Street for nearly 30 years is 
closing down. 

Hanningtons, on the High 
Street, is set to close as soon 
as all current stock has been 
sold - which owner Pat Hun- 
nisett says is likely to be 
within two or three months. 

Mrs Hunnisett is to retire. 
She said: “It’s because of the 
footfall in the town centre - 
it’s just not sustainable any 
more.” 

She opened Hanningtons 
in the town’s Queen Street in 
1987 with her husband Roy, 
who died a few years ago. 

Hanningtons moved to 
its current premises in the 
High Street 20 years ago, 
and opened a second shop, 
Boutique Jewellery, in Au¬ 
gust 2014. 

Mrs Hunnisett said the 
future of Boutique Jewel¬ 
lery was uncertain - it was 
likely to close eventually, but 
might stay open for longer 
than the High Street shop. 

Three staff - two full time 
and one part time - are cur¬ 
rently employed at the Han¬ 


ningtons shop. 

Chair of Haverhill Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce Paul Don- 
no said: “Hanningtons has 
been about for many many 
years and it’s had a really 
good presence on the High 
Street and many, many peo¬ 
ple use it. It’s a shame that 
it’s closing. 

“I just hope that someone 
takes it on and it’s not an¬ 
other charity shop. It’s got 
a good position on the High 
Street.” 

Residents have been ex¬ 
pressing their sadness about 
the closure on Facebook. 
One said: “Such a shame... 
one of our better quality 
shops, loved it in there.” 


Another added: “Sad 
news, we got our wedding 
rings from the shop and all 
the staff are so helpful.” 

One resident said she re¬ 
membered buying her wed¬ 
ding rings there when it 
opened in Queen Street 30 
years ago. 

Mr Donno said the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce was work¬ 
ing on trying to improve 
footfall in the town centre by 
looking at car parking.

Summit 
planned to 
find more 
volunteers

A “SUMMIT” in September will be aimed at 
recruiting more volunteers in Haverhill. 

The move follows the closure of Haverhill 
Volunteer Bureau (HVB) and the present 
need for more volunteers. 

Haverhill Town Council is currently look¬ 
ing for volunteers to act as community 
ambassadors, helping speed watch and to 
marshal events. 

Councillors were told at a meeting on 
Tuesday other community groups were also 
seeking volunteers. 

At the meeting of the town council’s lei¬ 
sure and community committee, council¬ 
lors voted in favour of working with current 
volunteering services provider Community 
Action Suffolk on planning the summit. 

Haverhill voluntary and community 
groups would be invited to attend the Sep¬ 
tember meeting. They would be asked what 
could be done to get more people involved 
in volunteering and the town council would 
then consider what its role could be in de¬ 
livering those changes. 

Volunteers in Haverhill used to be placed 
via HVB, but this merged with other organi¬ 
sations to form Community Action Suffolk 
in 2013. 

At the meeting on Tuesday, Cllr Tony 
Brown described the closure of the bureau 
as a “real tragedy”, and said he fully sup¬ 
ported the summit plan. 

The bureau used to place 30 volunteers a 
month: 360 a year. The current online vol¬ 
unteering service, www.do-it.org.uk, had 
just 17 opportunities listed in the Haverhill 
area. 

A council report said: “This is an entirely 
passive system. It relies on someone decid¬ 
ing to volunteer and knowing what website 
to visit. Otherwise, volunteering is ad-hoc: 
either word of mouth or people being brave 
enough to walk into a charity shop and vol¬ 
unteer.” 

Mayor Betty McLatchy said at the Tuesday 
meeting: “We have got some superb groups 
in Haverhill quietly getting on with things.”

Factory will see 
30 redundancies 


THIRTY workers are set to 
lose their jobs - as a factory 
moves some of its opera¬ 
tions from Haverhill to the 
Netherlands. 

International Flavours 
and Fragrances (IFF), which 
runs a factory in Duddery 
Hill, announced in early 
March that it would be con¬ 
sulting on whether to move 
liquid flavour production to 
the Netherlands. 

It was a move that was 
expected to result in up to 
48 redundancies, with nine 
jobs being created - a net 
loss of 39 jobs. 

IFF country manager Rob 
Berry last week announced 
that the number of jobs lost 
would actually be slightly 
smaller than this. Around 
30 Haverhill employees are 
now facing losing their jobs 
by the beginning of next 
year. 

He said that employees 
facing redundancies were 
being trained in employable 
skills. 

Mr Berry said: “After the

consultation on whether 
to move operations to the 
Netherlands, we have con¬ 
firmed the decision to move 
liquid flavour production 
from Haverhill to Tilburg. 
Also, we’ll make a significant 
investment in powder fla¬ 
vour production in Haver¬ 
hill. 

“We’re making a signifi¬ 
cant reduction in the num¬ 
ber of redundancies. We’re 
now looking at around 30 
redundancies by the begin¬ 
ning of next year. 

“No-one will be leaving 
before November or Decem¬ 
ber. Then it will be a rolling 
process. 

“We are working with our 
employees to provide them 
with the skills for the next 
step of their careers. 

“We had been expect¬ 
ing up to 48 redundancies. 
We’ve been able to minimise 
the impact. 


“It’s never a nice thing but 
I think this is the best result.” 

The factory currently em¬ 
ploys 265 people, meaning 
that more than 10 per cent 
of the jobs at the site are be¬ 
ing axed. 

The news comes after an¬ 
other of Haverhill’s major 
employers, drugs manu¬ 
facturer Sanofi, announced 
that it would be making 57 
workers redundant at its 
factory in Rookwood Way. 

This was also due to relo¬ 
cation, with the company’s 
packing, labelling and re¬ 
lease activities being moved 
to Ireland. 

But although almost 100 
jobs in industrial sectors are 
being axed in Haverhill, a 
further 250 are set to be cre¬ 
ated at the planned Haver¬ 
hill Retail Park on the former 
Project Office Furniture site 
in Ehringshausen Way.

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NATIONAL HERITAGE CENTRE FOR HORSERACING AND SPORTING ART 

Giving Newmarket 


Work has been going on behind closed 
gates for two years, but the public 
will soon get to see the amazing 
transformation in Palace Street in 
Newmarket to create the National 
Heritage Centre for Horseracing and 
Sporting Art. 

NATALIE ROBINSON joined the tour to 
get a glimpse of what visitors will soon be 
able to see... 


I T'S BEEN 25 years in the planning and 
making, but the builders' dust is starting 
to settle on Newmarket's heritage centre, 
celebrating horseracing and sporting art, as the 
project reaches the final furlong. 

With more than 350 years of history 
behind it, the National Heritage Centre for 
Horseracing and Sporting Art - a multi-million 
pound project encompassing the Royal palace 
and stables of King Charles II - is in the final 
stages of work, and scheduled to open in the 
autumn. 

The News was given a look inside the state- 
of-the-art museum last week, for the first time 
since work began, and what was a building site 
has been transformed into a beautiful indoor 
and outdoor space; a perfect window on the 
international HQ for horseracing. 

Chris Garibaldi, director of the Horse Racing 
Museum, led the tour. 

He said: "The centre will recognise the 
internationally important role that Newmarket 
plays in horseracing. 

"This has been on the table for 25 years 
and will be a really transformative project for 
Newmarket that will give it a cultural heart. 

"Internationally, Newmarket is identified as 
the home of horseracing. 

"But for a casual visitor at the moment, 
when they come after lunchtime it's not easy 
to see that because it is all happening behind 
closed doors. 

"This project is about opening those doors." 
The stables was run as a successful yard until 
its last owner, Bruce Hobbs, retired in 1986 
and put it on the market. 

An owner was never found. Thieves broke 
in and ransacked the property two years later, 
stealing the ornate and historic fireplaces and, 
tragically, setting the building alight. 

It was after this that Forest Heath District 
Council came in with a compulsory purchase 
order and the plans for the centre began. 

A glass roofed walk-through links the Rous 
Road public car park with Palace Street, 
allowing both heritage centre visitors and 
shoppers - and those who want to visit the 
centre cafe - to walk through and eventually

gain access to the High Street. 

While the foyer is brand new, light and 
contemporary, the museum's history is evident 
wherever you look, and, as such, the very 
fabric of the building is an exhibit in itself. 

Upstairs, original 1855 stencil work and 
bricks of the 1670s structure remain, as well as 
the fireplace spaces, which still show the scars 
left by the thieves. One of the walls dates back 
to the 1670s and is the back wall of Charles M's 
original stables. 

Visitors will begin their journey through 
the history of horseracing at the top of the 
museum. 

The first exhibition, Under Starters' Orders, 
features some of the earliest works associated 
with racing in the UK. 

Next door, will lie the Maktoum Gallery 
of the Thoroughbred, looking at the science 
behind the racehorse and the development of 
the equine athlete, through careful breeding. 

It will look in detail at the heart, lungs and 
muscle of a racehorse . . . making it an ideal

destination for school science trips, 
said Mr Garibaldi. 

A National Passion exhibition room 
will show racing from 1 750 through to 
the modern day. 

"What came from Newmarket with 
350 years of history is now a global 
phenomenon," Mr Garibaldi said. 

"The exhibition will show the Sport 
of Kings, from Henry VIII to the modern day 
Queen. 

"There will also be a part heroes and legends 
- looking at trainers, jockeys, owners and 
horses." 



Education is going to be an important aspect 
of the heritage centre - there will be a library, 
which will also be available for the use of 
researchers, and classrooms for visiting groups 
and school trips. Nearby is the archive and

FOR Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil, seeing the National Herit¬ 
age Centre for Horseracing and 
Sporting Art nearing completion 
has been a long time coming. 

Cllr Robin Millar, deputy leader 
of FHDC and county councillor 
for Newmarket and Red Lodge, 
and George Lambton, a former 
town and district councillor, both 
remember conversations about 
the site dating back as early as 
2003. 

“The idea started in that au¬ 
tumn," Cllr Millar said. “We had a 
meeting in the King’s bedroom in 
Palace House.” 

However, the council’s story 
on the Palace House site goes 


back to the 90s, when it received 
a phonecall to say builders were 
pulling down the front of the his¬ 
toric building. 

FHDC took action and put a 
compulsory purchase order on 
the property and then began to 
refurbish Palace House mews 
next door at a cost of £1.3m. 

Cllr Millar said: “It was David 
Burnip as legal officer [and went 
on to be FHDC chief executive] at 
the time and Geoffrey Jaggard as 
leader of the district council who 
recognised building work was in¬ 
appropriate and this should not 
be able to happen to it. 

“In the back end of the 90s the 
council started a refurbishment 


on Palace House which is where 
we found the sash window. 

“We realised what we had and 
went back to the council and said 
we really have to grab hold of this 
and do something about it.” 

At the time, the site’s royal links 
were not known but the council 
realised the site should not be 
used for anything else. 

Mr Lambton said: “The racing 
planning policy is a local policy 
for Newmarket to stop other 
things being built on racing land. 

“It is important that the coun¬ 
cil were not tempted to maximise 
their investment and sell the site 
off.” 

The Home of Horseracing Trust 


was set up with Peter Jensen at 
the helm and he has continued as 
chairman of the trust ever since. 

With a business plan and a 
proposal, money and donations 
began to come in and the project 
began to take shape. 

Cllr Millar said that a large 
number of people had contrib¬ 
uted to making the project a suc¬ 
cess, with the district council just 
one part of it. 

He added: “This is one of many 
strands of people who have made 
this happen and without any 
one of them it would have fallen 
apart. 

“I think it is only just dawning 
on me how good this project is. “

Snaking back downstairs, a temporary 
exhibition space has been installed for 
changing art works throughout the year. 

There will be an exhibition for Tattersalls 
- which celebrates its 250th anniversary this 
year. 

Two other galleries will show horseracing's 
sporting glories, with trophies sitting alongside 
audio visual footage of the winning races. 

It is outside where the older elements of the 
yard come into their own - and on a sunny 
day the stables look stunning. 

First, is the King's Yard, the former Palace 
House stables. Instead of housing horses, the 
boxes will now tell the story behind the scenes 
of racing. 

Mr Garibaldi said: "Racing is just the tip of 
the iceberg. In the stables we will look at the 
world behind that. How do you register silks? 
How do you register the name of a racehorse? 
What is the life of a trainer or jockey like?" 

The museum's racehorse simulator will 
also take up home in one of the boxes, with 
others looking at Newmarket's state-of-the art 
veterinary provision. 

And in the gardens, watching over these 
historic stables, as well as outside seating for 
the cafe, will be a bronze statue of Frankel 
which is yet to be installed. 

As the site snakes backwards, the beautiful 
Rothschild Yard, with its red-brick buildings, 
water fountain and neatly clipped green lawns, 
comes into view. 

Here, visitors will be able to learn about the 
Retraining of Racehorses charity, with horses 
stabled here and demonstrations to give the 
public a glimpse of the life of a racehorse once 
it has left the track.

There's an arena, paddocks 
and horsewalk so the 
racehorses can be put to 
work in front of visitors. 

A mobile farrier 
will also be at work, 
deomonstrating his craft 
for visitors, in another 
original stable at the yard.

World’s finest sporting art takes up residence 


O NCE visitors have 
completed their 
tour of the national 
heritage centre, a whole 
world still awaits across the 
street in Palace House. 

The stately building, 
which was formerly the 
King's palace, has been 
transformed into The Fred 
Packard Museum and 
Gallery of British Sporting 
Art. 

Behind the doors in the 
grand, panelled rooms lies 
sporting artwork dating 
from the 17th century up 
to the 21st century. 

About 70 per cent of the 
artwork is already up on 
the walls.

on the top floor - having 
been winched up into 
position through the centre 
of the grand staircase. 

The paintings take 
visitors on a journey 
through the centuries; 
depicting other sports as 
well as horseracing. 

And a lot of the paintings 
and artworks on display 
will be available to the 
public for the first time in 
decades, as until now they 
have been in storage. 

Graham Snelling, curator 
of the museum said: A 
large number of the works 
we have are on loan from 
museums including the 


Fitzwilliam, the Tate and 
the Victoria and Albert. 

"A large number have 
been in storage and not 
on display so visitors will 
have access to paintings 
that would not normally be 
seen by the public." 

Palace House also 
features the earliest 
surviving example of a 
weighted sash window, 
still standing as an original 
window in the palace. 

Many panes are missing 
but the glass that is still in 
place is original, giving you 
possibly the chance to look 
through the same window 
as King Charles II himself.

health

legal perspective. 


I have written before about the serious 
shortcomings in the local provision for 
mental illness. In particular, I want to 
highlight the alarming rise in mental 
illness among the young. We must 
appreciate the pressures under which we 
place children as they grow towards 
adulthood. 

Data collated by the MindEd Trust shows 
that half of all mental illness first occurs 
first before the age of 14. Three quarters 
is established before the end of higher 
education, yet there is little or no provision 
for recognizing young people under stress 
and reaching out to them before they 
become ill. Only six per cent of the mental 
health budget is spent on young people, 
and only three per cent of the national 
medical research budget is spent on 
mental health. 

Far too many of the young people 
concerned go on to take their own lives, 
as I’m only too well aware. My job is often 
to represent their grieving families at the 
inquest, and then again perhaps later in a 
civil claim. 

It’s easy to see why families so often feel 
they have to go to the law for 
explanations and apologies for what 
happened to their loved ones. One of 
our cases involved a young man who 
had already threatened suicide and was 
assessed as high risk. However, it was 
more than two weeks after that first 
diagnosis before the NHS trust 
concerned got round to contacting him 
by letter! - proposing he attend a 
meeting a whole month after that... 
During that time he took his own life. 

Another case involved a talented young 
man apparently with his whole life before 
him. He was due to go to Cambridge 
University. He didn’t get there. He took 
his own life on the railway tracks near his 
home. Nobody knows why. 

We were recently involved in a 
conference at the university, to try and 
find ways of bringing to an end this 
monstrous waste of young life. The 
pressures of education and growing up 
can seem overwhelming for a young 
person trying to make sense of the world. 
We must recognize those pressures and 
do all we can to mitigate them.

Porsche unveils 718 Boxster sibling, the 718 Cayman 



STUNNER: Porsche's 718 Cayman is priced from

JUST weeks after the first media 
drives of the new turbocharged 
718 Boxster, Porsche has unveiled 
the matching 718 Cayman. 

It uses the same 2.0-litre 
296bhp and 2.5-litre 345bhp flat- 
four engines in the new Cayman 
and Cayman S variants, the latter 
making use of variable vane turbo 
geometry technology taken from 
the 911 Turbo. 

The extra power makes the 
Cayman S as fast off the line 
as the 911, notching up the 
0-62mph sprint in as little as 4.2 
seconds with the PDK gearbox 
and Sport Chrono packs installed. 


Official fuel efficiency is up 
to as much as 40.9mpg in the 
2.0-litre car, while top speeds are 
1 70mph and 177mph. 

The suspension has been 
stiffened and the wheels and tyres 
made wider, in order to extract 
even more lateral grip from a 
car already well known for its 
cornering prowess. 

Porsche has upgraded the 
brakes, too. The Cayman wears 
the system from the previous 
Cayman S, while the new S 
makes use of the four-piston 
calipers from the 911 Carrera, 
plus 6mm thicker discs. 


As with the Boxster, two levels 
of Porsche Active Suspension 
Management (PASM) are 
available, lowering the car by 
10mm and 20mm respectively. 

Inside, Porsche Communication 
Management is now standard, 
to include mobile phone 
preparation, audio interfaces and 
a 150-Watt stereo. 

For the first time the Cayman 
is priced below the Boxster, 
mirroring the 911 range 
where the soft-top is the more 
expensive. The range starts from 
£39,878, with the Cayman S at 
£48,834. 


Local council 'should tax 
worst polluting vehicles' 


L OCAL authorities across England 
should be given enhanced powers 
to charge the worst polluting 
vehicles entering towns and cities in a 
bid to improve air quality, MPs have 
urged. 

The Commons' Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs (Efra) committee said 
that existing plans to allow London 
and five other cities to introduce 
restrictions and fees for certain 
vehicles should be extended across 
the country. 

In December, the Environment 
Department (Defra) published a 
long-awaited air quality plan which 
focused on bringing in clean air zones 
in Birmingham, Leeds, Nottingham, 
Derby and Southampton by 2020. 

The zones will use charging 
to discourage the most polluting 
vehicles, including old diesel buses, 
taxis, coaches and lorries, from 
entering the city centres. 

London is also set to bring in an 
ultra low emissions zone in 2020, 
which will apply to all vehicles. 

The Efra committee called for 
all local authorities to be given the

opportunity to tackle pollution in this 
way. 

Its chairman, Neil Parish, said: 

"Only five cities - Birmingham, Leeds, 
Nottingham, Derby and Southampton 
-will have new powers to charge 
polluting vehicles to enter new clean 
air zones. 

"Councils in the dozens of other 
English cities currently exceeding EU 
pollution limits must also be given the 
option of using such powers if their 
communities support action." 

A Defra spokesman insisted 
that air quality is a priority for the 
Government. 

He said: "Cities already have 


powers to introduce clean air zones 
and other air quality schemes." 

Ministers were ordered by the 
Supreme Court last year to produce 
plans to comply with European Union 
law on limits for nitrogen dioxide in 
the air. 

The ruling was the culmination of 
a five-year legal battle by ClientEarth 
over the UK's "admitted and 
continuing" failure to comply in 
certain zones with limits set under 
the Air Quality Directive "for the 
protection of human health". 

Alan Andrews, a lawyer at the 
environmental law firm, welcomed 
the Efra committee's report. 

He added: "This is a public health 
crisis. It's time for the Government to 
act in the interests of our health." 

The Local Government Association 
said clean air zones on their own 
"are not the answer to tackling air 
pollution". 

It insisted that councils need 
"a range of powers and devolved 
funding" to combat the issue. 

The Efra committee urged the 
Government to ensure that marketing 


claims made by vehicle manufacturers 
are "fully accurate", following the 
Volkswagen emissions scandal. 

It also called for ministers to 
develop a scrappage scheme so 
the owners of diesel cars that are 
around 10 or more years old can get 
a discount on buying an ultra-low 
emission vehicle. 

The report welcomed plans to 
introduce real world vehicle testing in 
the European Union from September 
next year, but recommended that the 
UK should "argue robustly" for lower 
emission levels. 

Regulations are yet to be fully 
agreed, but it has been proposed that 
new diesel models will initially be 
allowed to emit up to 2.1 times more 
nitrogen oxide than the current lab 
limit. 

This is to give manufacturers time to 
develop ways of cutting emissions and 
allow a margin for error in the testing 
equipment. 

According to the Efra report, 40- 
50,000 early deaths are caused each 
year from cardiac, respiratory and 
other diseases linked to air pollution.

Billions saved in 
low-carbon era 

A SWITCH to low-carbon transport 
such as electric cars would save 
countries including the UK billions of 
pounds a year, a report has suggested. 

Global policies to cut greenhouse 
gas emissions from the transport 
sector would reduce demand for oil, 
driving down prices and cutting global 
spending on the fossil fuel by £232 
billion a year worldwide between 2020 
and 2030. 

Cheaper oil for importing countries 
could free up billions of pounds 
which could be spent in other parts 
of the economy, the analysis led by 
Cambridge Econometrics said. 

The report also warns that the era of 
ultra-cheap oil - with prices currently 
around 40 US dollars (£27) a barrel - 
will be limited, and without action to 
address climate change prices could 
rise to 130 US dollars (£90) a barrel by 
2050. 

If governments implement policies 
to cut carbon emissions from 
transport, which could see a significant 
uptake in hybrid and electric vehicles 
as the costs of battery technology falls 
rapidly, the reduction in demand in oil 
could keep prices lower. 

Uptake of low-carbon transport cln

Bridgestone calls for 
mandatory tyre fines 

TYRE giant Bridgestone is calling 
for mandatory fines for people 
who drive on defective or 
illegally worn tyres. 

Currently, the three-point 
penalty and maximum £2,500 
fine per tyre are not compulsory 
and require a formal prosecution 
to action. 

But the tyre maker is asking 
the UK Government to follow 
Ireland's lead in introducing a 
fixed penalty similar to those 
issued for speeding or using a 
mobile phone. 

Bridgestone UK managing 
director Robin Shaw explained 
the move: "We think that a fixed 
charge notice would keep the 
issue firmly in people's minds, 
while encouraging everyone 
to take some simple tyre safety 
checks which literally take 
seconds to carry out."
